X / Hereas the Inhabitants of the City of New-York; bf the Communion of 
the church of England, as by Law eſtabliſhed; for ſome years paſt, by 
voluntary Contribution ot themſelves, and others favouring the Churches Intereſt, 
have erected a Church within the ſaid City, for the Service and Worſhip of 
Almighty. God, called and known by the Name of Trinity Church, and have pur- 
chaſed and procured, and do quietly and peacibly hold, uſe, exerciſeand enjoy 
the ſaid Church with the Cemitry or Burying- place, and a certain Trat of Land- 
belonging thereunto, bounded eaſterly upon the Street commonly called, The 
Broad-way, containing in breadth, on the Weſt-ſide of ſaid Street, three hun- 
dred and ten Foot, or there- about, from the Nortli:eꝗſt coner of the ground com- 
monly called, The Queens Garden, to the Land of John Hutchins, -Eſy; thence by 4 
ſtraight line along the North- ſide of the ſaid Burying- place, continued to low- 
water Markof Hudſons River; thence by a Line South- ward along the ſaid River 
three hundred ninety and five Foot, all Engtiſh Meaſure; and from thence by 
the Line of the ſaid Garden, eaſterly, to the place where it begun, together with 
ſundry Powers, Rights, Priviledges and Pre-heminences, neceſſary for the

Dealings of Owners and Maſters of Sloops,, Wood-boats, and other The grievar: 
ſmall Craft plying up and down the Rivers, Streams and Creeks ces enumerate 
thereof, who void of all Honeſty and Conſcience, illegally and ed. 
fraudulenty contriving and agreeing with the Leſſees, Farmers and 


other Tenants of Land adjoining to or near ſaid Rivers and Streams, 
waſte, take and carry away the Timber, Fire-wood and other Wood 
growing thereon. And whereas the ſaid Leſſees, Farmers and other 
Tenants, living remote from other Dwellings, have few or no
